The Nashvill* -Louisville Courier of the 7th 
makes the following allusion to the recent affair 
a' Whippooreill Station, on the Meroptrs Bran< b 
Railroad . 

F>q We Ineedav night a detachment of the ene- 
my’s cavalrv made a dish for the Memph's Bram h 
Kiilroadand succetded in burning a portion of 
the Whippoorwil bridge, taking eleven pr soners 
if the g iard stn'.ionai thsrfi Though wholly un- 
accompanied with dang r, thiji* the most bril- 
liant exploit of the war in Kentucky. And 
though the damage done is trifling, and ha* been 
repaired ere this, the isjarv to the Southern came 
is serious ont of all proportion to the loss sus- 
t ined. This movement of the Federal rebuts 
will excite a feeling of une&'iness and appre- 
hension in the country, « iscouraging Soulhtin 
men and encouraging the few Lined sites in this 
section. And there is no excuse for it. Not a 
Federal scout should be allowed to remain an 
hour on this sid i of Green river. We ha vs near- 
ly five thousand cavalry here, dying in their 
tents for want of exercise and employment, And 
it is a shame that the enemy's pickets are per- 
mitted to ravage ills country on our flanks and 
in our rear with perfect impunity. And vet they 
might without risk plunder the firm houses of 
our friends wi hio seven miles of B>wling Green, 
instead of burning bridges v , i bin seven miles of 
Russellville. Fortunately the enemy did not 
know how entirely unprotected the country was. 
and made iff before the bridge was serioiidy in- 
jured and before the Memphis train camedrwr, 
which they might have captured. 

The Knoxville Register of the 6.h inst. con- 
tains the following note from a correspondent at 
Whitesburg: 

This morning about eunrise cannonading was 
distinctly heaid in the direction of Cocke county, 
supposed to be the fighting between onr forces acd 
the mount a i i tories. 

In confirmation of this we learn that Adjutant 
Gen. G. 11. Monsarrat, of Gen. Can oil’s brigade, 
crossod Cbucky river at the bend yesterday morn- 
ing. and while doing so, shelled a force of the 
kederals, who were encamped on Bird's Hill o a 
the opposite side of the river, and who, it is si : d. 
hoistel the black flag. Of tbe reeult of the ex- 
pjdition we have no further particulars, save that 
a number of prisoners (among them several 
bridge burners) have thus far been taken. 

The Cb rl»Un Courier publishes the f blowing 
extract of a letter from Secretary Memminger:

Alluding to the hotel accommodations at Bowl- 
ing Green, tbe Courier says: 

The hotel accommodation i at Bowling Green 
are not unlimited. Tj visit Ibis place for pleas- 
ure is to seek it under difficulties. Very likely 
the visitor will make some damaging remarks 
about l he town, walking around tbe streets all 
night, or ruMiing his bands over a guard tire in 
the “wee smV hours." O.ie gets in by the Mem- 
phis traia at midnigh-: gUd ha is ia town, he 
goes to the McLeod Home and oils for a bed in 
the ' j( course” style, when the landlord assures 
him he is “full.' Di appoin‘ed, he goes to the 
City Hotel and asks for a bed The clerk tells 
him that he is “crammed Petulant, and 
swearing a little, be goes on to tbe Morehead 
House, when he is informed that lie cannot pos- 
sibly stay thero. It is safe to avoid the visitor 
at this point. It is likely he will be guilty of a 
great deal of heavy and rapid profanity. If it 
were not for musket and bayonet gleaning in 
I he light of the guild -d re, be would l>o pugna- 
< ious. He has a friend in town, and he will ttay 
with his friend. He wakes h m up, but “every 
room is tilled — there ii not a .spare bed on the 
place— nothing would bo more agreeable, if pos- 
sible. but” — i he door closes, tbe key turni 5 , the 
friend goes to his warm neat, and the visitor 
tramps, convinced that no oaths yet invented 
will do justice to the subject.

Twen y lays ago 
Tencei ei money was from uf teen to iwen yier 
cent, discount, gild being the par standard. To- 
day it is th.rty-flve per cent, below par. 

The Nashville Patriot says that on Sa*urdav, 
the 7tb. Col. Forrest, Surgeon Van Wick#, acd 
another person, went to tbe house of a man named 
Best, about two miles from Marion, Crittenden 
county, Kv., for tbe purpose of arresting him— 
Best having joined tbe Federal troop at Smith- 
land. Bast stuad his gun. shot Van Wlcke dead, 
and running ont of the back door effected his 
escape. Van Wicke was from Huntsville, Ala., 
and was surgeon of Col. Forrest’s regiment. 

The following account from the Courier i3 to a 
great degree of imaginative character:

almost impassable, we travellod quite slowly. 
The boys who had been penned up here iu camp 
for weeks past were glad to again get out to the 
country. 

On Mondty we passod through Shakerlown, 
where live t tie “gentlemen of peace, who, sur- 
roundod bv every luxury of life, neithor feel r«*r 
understand the importance of tbe agitating move- 
ments that are daily transpiring around them, 
bur. with the true spirit of their ancestor’, pursue 
daily avocations as if nothing had transpired, and 
all was yet peace. Thesogood p:ople will neither 
so 1 nor give to ibe soldiers, who are protecting 
their bornee but claim to be perfectly neutral. 
As our little army passed through their street? 
bvh sexes gathored in squads, and in their curious 
and Ipoculiar wav wished us success. 

Wednesday we passed through Russellville, 
which, like Bowling Green, is tilled with refu- 
gees, who have been compelled to flee from their 
homes in Northern Kentucky. Af:er hard walk- 
ing ovor a rough and muddy load, we pitched our 
teots at Rochester on Sunday evening And found, 
as we might have expected, that tbe Yankees had 
recrofsed the river and fled, fearing, I suppose, that 
* Buckner’s Indians’’ were after them, and that 
thev would spring upon and ecnlp them ere they 
could fly the country. 

Butler county la almost solely inhabited by 
Lincolnites, and, lLdetd, it seems a fitting place 
for such creatures. Where vou find an edo* ated 
and reading min, in nine cises out of ten he is 
Southern in sentiment, but dare not express him- 
self. 

A correspondent of the Richmond Dispatch, 
writing from Ta^swtll C. H., Va . thu* speaks of 
Gen. Marshall.

I mark for him a brilli int 
military career. He left th place a few days 
since in company with a regiment uuder com- 
mand of Col. Trigg and Lieut. Col. H. A. Ed- 
mondson. from Christiansburg. He will rendt: 
vow ia this county for a few days, until they 
receive reinforcements, and then proceed on to 
Kentucky, by way of Grundy, Buchanan i Dunty. 

A letter, dated Centrevil'e, Nov. 21it, says: 

The statement in my last that we would short- 
ly return to Kentucky was rather premature I 
am forced to believe, notwithstanding the “very' 
reliable autbori’y” upon which I based U; al- 
though we all yet have an undefined hoos that 
such will be tbe case. A few days aftir General 
Geo. B. Crittenden was promoted to a Msjor 
General, a vote of the officers was taken wheth- 
er or not we would go to Cumberland Gap. pro- 
vided General Crittenden could obtain permis- 
si id, and of course thev all voted to g> there or 
any place else, provided it was to Kentucky. 
What the result of this will be, has not traus- 
pired. But I am inclined to the belisf that 
when the board that is reorganising the army 
and classirg the regiments according to their 
State reechts us they will allow us te go btek, as 
there are no more exiles here except the Main- 
land hoys. 

The following named gentlemen have been 
tranffarred from the 16Lh regiment Mississippi 
Volt’s to the “Davis RaDgers” of this regiment:

Gus. Lewis, of Nelson county; J G. De Colmrs- 
ni», of Builtlt county; Hance Felder, Dr. Jamas 
Ferguson, Chris.

C. Walls, G. W. S andard, D. L. Westropa. and 
N. McPavid, of Hinds county, Miss. It is 
but due Colonel Posey to say that they did not 
leave bis regiment from any unkind fealings to- 
ward his command, but. I»eing Kentuckians, thev 
desired to beasscxiitea with Kentuckians, and 
thereby preserve their identity.

A large number <*f rick acd disabled toldiers 
reached here from Hopkinsville on Thursday night 
and Filday. As no notice had been given of tbe 
intention to send them here, and as there is no 
hospital here, it bacomee necessary to put them 
temporarily in tuch buildings as were found va- 
cant. The court-house was has ily prepared and 
stowed full. The citizens stepped forward with 
their usual humanity and public spirit to afford 
such relief as was in their power.

Wt clip the following from the Jonesboro' 
(East Tennessee) Union of the JOth ulL: 

In Carter county a large number of those more 
or less implicated in the late rebelli >n volunta- 
rily came forward and dolivered up their aims 
and took the oath of allegiance to the Confeder- 
ate States of America. The principal ringleader?, 
however, have tied up to Johnson coun’y, or 
elsewhere. None of the bridge burners have been 
ttken that we have heard of. Some spasms of 
tberebtllkn yet exist on tb« upper borders of 
Ike Buff alo — in the Limedono Cove and tbe Crab 
Orchard, in Carter county, and in Greasy Cove, 
in thi i county. We hope, however, that it will 
all subside in a short time, and that we will have 
peace again — “that each man shall repose be- 
neath his own vine and fig tree, and none to mo- 
lest him or make him afraid ” 

Last week we referred briefly to an outbreak 
reported to have taken place in tbe north part of 
this c nnty. We have besn informed that a hand 
of about rive hundred insurgents had collected 
near Sweeney’s Mill, in the English district, in 
Greene county, during the close of last we^k, 
and tbit Ms hr Ledbetter, of Col. Stovall s Geor- 
gia Regiment, accompanied by some three or four 
hundred militia volunteer.’, hail crossed over from 
Greenville to disperse them. On approaching the 
vicinity of the mill the insurgents fled, hots*, 
foot, and dragoon, in all directions. Sonia 
twenty were captured on or near the spot, and 
many more have since been taken. A few of 
them were dLcharged on taking the oath of alle- 
giarce, but most of them were “Rent on.” The 
insurrection was completely “crushed out.” Led- 
better had some 300 of his regulars with him and 
some p : ec38 of artillerj\ whilst the volunteers 
flocked in from all sides from Washington, Greece, 
Hawkins, and Sullivan, and came near surround 
ing ihe insurgents. As it was, they had ic-am- 
pered away over the hills, being followed by a 
few rounds of artillery tired in their rear »s they 
fled up tbe mountain sides. It is staled that Da- 
vid Fry, who was at the head of the disturbances 
in Gieene county last summer, was concerned in 
this affair, as also Patton, the representative of 
this county, and Jack Basket, frem the Camp 
ball’s district. 

A correspondent writes us as follow*: A foray 
was planned into tbe enemy ’s country last night, 
which resulted very successfully. For some 
time, tbe enemy have baen “excuraioning it” in 
large parties, to Bull's Island, distant some five 
or six miles from this place, makiogit a depot for 
runaway Degroes and plunder, an<l a station 
whence they oonld be transferred to Hilton Hoad. 
Lost niglP, a party of thirty or forty went down, 
under c.iumand cf Captein Ki>k, with mutlfen 
oars, hoping to secure some * food for tbe halter. 
The Yankees, however, had exercised so laudable 
a prudence that they had all retir'd to their 
stronghold on Hiltou Head. Bv slipping rapidly 
and rilenlly up the bluff. h< wever, they suc- 
ceeded iu astonnhing some forty “contrabands,” 
who were politely conducted to the boat, and re- 
turned this morning to their lawful owners. Hav- 
ing app'ied a ma'cT to the Corn House (the 
otton was already burned), and looked in vain 
f( r a Yankee phyriognomy, they returned to 
Bluff-.on, arriving at dawn.

Taey soon com- 
merced exchanging signals, and immediately af- 
ter steamed for St. Helena Ship Bar. the aide- 
wheel boat leading. They ail went rapidly up to 
a position near Olter Island, and tired some shell 
ashore to see if they cou’d uocurer any marked 
batteries, and fiediog none, they ventured to land 
in their boats. Capt. Dexter, of the Clinch, sai s 
their pitot* are thoroughly acquainted with all

The gor.oral principles by which, as the Secre- 
tary conceives, the administration of public ti- 
nicces sh' uld be regulated, with a view to incurs 
the desirable r*-ults of efficiency, economy, ard 
general prospuri v f waro sot forlh, with as much 
clrarnes: and plainness as be is ciptble of, in bn 
rep rt mulo to Congress on the 4‘h of July I»8\ 

In that rep* rt, al x>, the Secretary pu'rmitted to 
the consideration of the Legislature tbo mea'uro? 
bv which, in bis opinion, the pecuniary mrraus, 
necessary to tho speedy and effectual suppression 
of tho gigantic rebellion set on foot by criminal 
conspiracy a^aind. the Government and the p>o- 
pls of tboUnitod States, might be most cortainly 
und most economically < btainod 

The esricinte? of tho several departments then 
laid before Cougrosaby the Secretary, conteirpU- 
ied an aggtogato expenditure during the fiscal 
y*rr to end on tho 30th of Jane, 1862, of $318,- 
510 581 87. 

To piovide thi? sum ihe Secretary proposed 
such m diOcitloas of the tariff and such internal 
t • x**? a 2 would, in hi? judgment, produce the sum

The Secretary caused 
books of subscription to be opened throughout the 
countrv and the people sutecrited freely to the 
loan. Ihe amounts ihua subscribed were reim 
bursad to the barks, and the ►■am reimbursed, 
th ugh thon cov.ri g but little more than hate 
tbs amonnt, enawted th^se institutions, when a 
hoc »r.d loan was rrq fired, to make a second ad- 
vance of £59.000,01*0 

Thus t‘v> lo ns of £5(),000 000 each have been 
negotiated for three years 7 30 bonds at par. 
Tha first cf iheso loans was uegotiatrd, and tho 
first is'ue of bonds te rs date on the 19th of Au- 
gu*’; the second on the first of October, 1861. 

Oa the 16:h r.f November a third loan was ne- 
gofiated wi*Ja the associated institutione, under 
ih'* nu'hori’y given to the Secrota~y to borrow a 
Eum not »xc^e4ing one hundred m : Ilians, in Eu- 
rope or ths^ United States, at a rate of inteieat 
n t exceeding seven per cent. Aa no reasonable 
pn spect appeared of obtaining terms equally ad- 
vantageous by &dverti-cin*»nf, ar.d as it was roan- 
i< stly for the intertst of the Government to ne- 
K *Ate at home ratbor than incur tho expense 
ai d hazard < f resolution abroad, the Secretary, 
ur dor tho aathnrfty of tho seventh section of the 
ac*. *j f August 5, 1861, arranged this third loan, 
al o, with the associates, by agreeing to Issue lo 
thorn fifty millions of dollars in bix per cent, 
bonds, at a rate equivalent to par for tho bonds 
bearing seven per cent, interest, authorized by 
tin act of July 17rh. This negotiation, though 
los* advantageous to the Government, considered 
under t io light of a simple money transaction, 
thin the two prior loans, was, in 'some respects 
at more so. It was coupled with no ar- 
rangement for reimbursement, and entaited no 
l m media o expense on tho treasury, beyond that 
of preparing aDd Leuing the bonds. It wns 
tajujded, also, with an understanding In the form 
of an op ioa to tbe associates, that on nr after the 
1st cf January*, a fourth sdvanco of fifiy m il_ 
lioas should he inada, on the same terms wfth the 
fir. t end second, if practicable and required bv 
tbe Secretary. J 

In aldition to the loana thus made, the Secre- 
tary b as issued United States no es, payable on 
demand, in denominations of five, ten, and twenty 
doll in*, of which there were in circulation, ac- 
cording to the last, returns, on tho 39lh day of 
Novenuar, 1861, £21,165,220; and there remained 
in tbe treasury at tho same date $3,835,105. The 
amount thus issued, so far as it entera into the 
circulation of the country', may he rega-ded as a 
loan from thepsople, payablo cn demand, without 
interest. 

A brief recapitulation will exhibit the general 
result:

While success thin complete has so far attend* <1 
the measures relating to loans, the Secretary re- 
grets to ssv that the receipts of revenue from 
duties have’ not. os vet, fulfilled the expectations 
indulged at the date of his July report. 

Tho act modifying the rates c f duties which 
received tbe final sauc-tio.i of Congress, differed, 
in several re'pocte, from the measure which he 
hid the boner of submitting to their considera- 
tion. In most of tbeie particulars, especially in 
the diminished duties on tea, coftee, and sugar, 
and in ihe exemption, fr.‘m tlm operations of tho 
act, of goods in warehouse aud on shipboard, the 
differenc*', however warranted by considered >ns 
of general policy, was certainly disadvaatagooui 
to tbe revenue; white another, and perhaps more 
potential cau.-e of rrduc.*d roct-ipte, may bo found 
in the changed circumi^ances of the" cottn’ry. 
which have j roved, even beyond anti.ipatior, un- 
fa vrrable to foreign c< mmerce. 

At the date t f his report, the Secretary counted 
on a revenue from custom-, for the financiil ^eir 
of 1862, cf fifty-seven mi lions of dollars, but the 
circumstance to which he has just adverted row 
constrain him to reduce this estimate to $32,- 
198 602 55. 

iho receipts fr»m customs for the first quirt or, 
ei <1 ngon the 30th September, were £7,198,602 55; 
while the receipts for the three remaining quar- 
ri cannot be safely* estimated at nv*re than 
25,009,000, making the agerevate fi r the year 
tbs sum just mentioned, of $32,198,602 55. 

The esiimitoj of receipts from lands and mts-

Tbe only rther source of revenue which prom 
ise?. an addition to Ihe resources of ihe year, is 
the direct tax authorized by Congress, from which, 
if increased to tho limit proposed by the S?cre- 
tkrv. and assumed by the State*, the further sum 
of $20,000,000 tray be expee'ed. 

Tho aggregate of revenue front a'ljs^urc*6 may, 
therefore, be estimated at £51 552,665 44, which is 

1 3* by $25 447,334 56 tlian tho e^tinute of July. 
This reduction, however, though large, would 

not have compefi id ihe Secretary to ask any ad- 
ditional powors for the negotiation cf loans be 
yond those askod fir in his July rep rt, had 
appropriations and expenditures been confined 
within tbe estimates ’hen submitted. 

The estimates, it will bo remembered, contem- 
plated expenditure! in all depart men's, and fi>r 
nil objects, to the amount of $318,519 531 87. 

02 this turn $185,?96 397 19 were for cdduioual 
apjropriationa required by the Dapartm^nt of] 
War; atd $17,652,105 09 for appropriations al 
ready made for that Drpirtmsnt. ihe bath of 
the estimates for thesa additional Appropriations 
was tho underrtanding that It would he necctsary 
to bring into tho field, for the suppression of tho 
rebellion, two hundred and fifty thousand volun- 
teers in p’acn cf these von* y five thousacd draf ed 
militia originally called out, and to increase tho 
regular aim/ by the addition of eleven new re.;i 
menld, making a tu‘al fotev, including the regular 
army already organ : zsd, of about liire« hundied 
thousand men. After esrimatoa for this force had 
boeu furnished to the S cretary, in Accordance 
with law, and bis own report, found, d upon them 
had been closed, the President thought it exoeli 

t, ia order to make the contest short and de 
chive, to ask Congest to place at the control of 
the Government at tea t four hundred thousand 
men and four hundred millions of dollars. In tb« 
number thus exiled for the regulars were iaclu ted, 
Congress, animated by the same desire for a short 
and decisive coatee* , went beyond this recoinuisn 
dition of tho President, and authorized the ac 
ceptance of volunteers in such numbers, not ox 
cetdirg five hundred thousand, as he might deem 
neenstary. Congress alio authorized tha whole 
increase of the regular army estimated for by tho 
Department, and provided further for ad Jitionil 
companies and for new cfli .ers in severui branches 
of Hu military service 

The action of Cougress, therefore, contemplated 
tb> employment, if nocessarv, of a force, 
eluding the existing regular army, of a l *out fiv 
hn’tdred and fifty thousand men. To ioeuro its 
efficiency, the President was authorized to ap- 
point any numbir of M;»j <r Generals and Briga- 
dier Gaiierals In might tni' k necessary, and to 
increaao tbe staff of M*i>r Generate in the field 
by dberetionary appointments of *ides de camp, 
with various rank, from Captain to Colonel. 

This Urge increase of the armv in man and of- 
ficers, and tho liberal additions inodo by CongreoS 
to pay a».d rations, has augmented, and must 
necessarily augment expenditure f*r beyond the 
limit indicated by the original estimates; and the 
limit must be still further extended by the addi- 
tional sums required for tbe increise of tho navy, 
aud Dr other objects. 

To meet these increased demands, arising al- 
most wholly from the tecreasa of the army and 
navy and tbe increase of pay and rati us beyond 
tti** original estimates, large addii Deal appropri- 
ations have been and will be necessary. 

Of these additional appropriations $ 17,985,566 
61 were authorized by acts of the last se&ioo, and 
$143,130,927 76 aro now asl.tr 1 fo»; making an 
aggregate increase, including $22,787,933 31 for 
indefinite appropri-atiocii and redemption of tem- 
porary debt, beyond tho estimates of July of 
$213,904 4^7 68. 

To provide tho large 9um3 need<d for the dis- 
bureeuicnta of the current yra-, and tbe large 
sums which the exigencies < f the succeeding year 
may require, will necessarily engage t he m >st se- 
rious a* tent ion of Sena Lira and Representatives. 

The first great objsct of rellectioo and endeavor, 
in tbe judgment of the Secretary, shou’d be the 
redaction of expenditures within the narrowest 
practicable limits. Retrenchment end reform are 
among the indhpeosablo dn’ies of the hour. Con- 
tracts for supplier to tbe army and navy, as well 
as for public wtrk of all descripi iocs, chould be 
tut j*»cte l to strict supervision, «n 1 contractors to 
rigorous responsibility. Al! unnecessary offices 
shrmld be a'afitehed, onJ salaries and piy should 
be matcri illy reduced. In the»e wtys th» bur- 
dens of tho purple, imposed by tho war, myv be 
sensibly lightered; ar.d the savings tbu* effected 
b i worth more in bonedcial etfecc and influence 
than the easiest aC(|tiisilian of equal sums even 
without cost or liability to repayment. 

While thus recorn minding retrenchment and 
the provenrion of abuses, the Secretary feel* him- 
self constrained to renew the suggestion hereto- 
fore submitted by him, that the property of rebels 
should bo made to pay, in part at Last, the cost 
of rebellion. Property of great value in loyal 
States is held by proprietors who are actually or 
virtually ongaged in that guilty attempt to break 
up the Union and overturn its Government, 
which has brought upon cur c untry all the cm 
lamities we now endure. That property is ju^ilv 
forfeited to tho penplo, and should be ‘subjected, 
with due regard for all rights and interests con- 
c rned, to staueatration or confiscate n. ard the 
proceeds should be applied to tho sati fiction of 
clri-.ns arising from tbe war. 

Property of robote in rebel States should bs 
treated in like manner. Rights to services, un- 
der Siato laws, must, of necessity, form an ex- 
c3p'.ion to any rulo of confiscation. Persons b*- Id 
by rebels, under such laws, to service as slaves, 
may, however, be justly liberated from their 
constraint, and made more valuable in various 
employment?, through voluntary and compensa- 
ted service, than if couflecatsd os subjects of prop- 
er! v. 

Whatever may be saved bv retrenchment, 
however, or exacted from rebellion, Urge same 
must remain to be provided for by taxation and 
loans. 

Already in a former report the Secretary h is had 
the honor of stating the principles by which, as 
he conceives, the proper i ms of taxation and 
loics should be determined. R» flection has only 
confirmed Msopinim that p.cb q uite provision by 
taxation for « rd inary expenditure*, for prompt 
payment of interest on the public debt, existing 
and authorize!, anl for the gradual ox ioc* ion cf 
the p incipal, te indispensable to a s u d system 
of finance. The idea of perpe’ual debt isnotef 
American nativity, and should not be natural- 
ized. If, at anytime, the exacting emergencies 
of the war constrain to temporary departure from 
the principle of adequate taxation, the first mo- 
ments of returning tranquillity should be devoted 
to i's re-cstabli binent in full supremacy over 
tbe financial adminis' ration of affair?. 

It is now even more apparent thin at tbe date 
of tha July report that Juries on imports cannot 
be relied upon as a suu-co of revenue sufficient 
for the proper objects of taxation. Some modifi- 
cation may pei haps b3 judiciously made cf tho 
axis' ing tariff, and some increase of revenue may 
in tbi: way be probably obtained. 

but existing circumstances aro not propitious 
to a wise and permanent adjustment of impost} 
to tbe various «! -minds of revecuo, commerce, 
and home industry. Tho most sacred duty of 
the American pecple at this m< maat rtq jires'tbe 
consecration of alt their energios and all their re 
sources to tho re-es'abliikmeut of tho Uol >n on 
the permanent foundations of justice and freedom; 
at d while other nations look with indifferent or 
unfriendly eyes upon this work, sound policy 
would seem to suggest not the extension of for- 
eign trade, but a more absolute reliance, under 
Goi, upon American labor, American tkill, ar.d 
Amoriciu soil. Freedom of commerce is iudei*i 
a wise and noblo policy; bu% to be wise or noble, 
it must be the policy of coacorifant and fraternal 
nations. 

In accordance with these view?, the Secretary 
begs leave to recommend that the duties on tea, 
coffVe, and sugar be increased to the rates here- 
tofore propose*.'; that is to say, to two and one- 
half cents per pDund on brown sugar; to three 
cunts on clayed sugar; to twenty cents per pound 



Tho provision made at ths laet session was of It hes been already suggested that the eubstite- 

^ * -• — tion of a national for a State currency, upon this 

plan, would be equivalent lo a loan to the Gov- 
ernment without interest, except on the fuid to 
be kept in coin, and wi hjut expense, except t he 
cost of preparation, issue, ard rrdimptiiD; while 
the people would g-iin tho additional advantage 
of a uniform currency, and relief from a consider- 
able burden in the form of interest upoa debt. 
These advantages are, doubtless, considerable; 
and if a fcbome can bs devised by which such a 
circulation will be certainly and strictly coDtincd 
to the real needs of the people, and constantly 
equivalent to epecio by prompt and certain re- 
demption io coin, it will hardly fait of legislative 
sanction. 

The plan, howecer, is not without serious in- 
conveniences end baz irds. Tho tomptation, es- 
pecially great in times of pressure and danger, 
to issue notes without adequate provision for re- 
demption: tbe ever present liability to be calltd 
on for redetr prion beyond moans, however care- 
fully provided and managed; the hazard of pan- 
ics, precipitating demands for coir, concentrated 
on a f«w points ard a ringle fund; tho risk of a 
depreciated, depreciating, and finally worthless 
paper money; the immeasurable evils of dishon- 
ored public faith and na'ional bankruptcy; all 
these are possible consequeaces of the adoption of 
a svstem of government circulation. It maybe 
eaid. and perhaps truly, that they are less deplo- 
rable than those of an irredeemable bank circu- 
larion. Without entering into that comparison, 
the Secretary contents himself with obse'ving 
that, ia bn judgment, these probable disasters 60

Iom further experience or changed circumstances 
shall demons; rut o the necessity or exp .diency of 
them. All considerations of prudence and patri- 
otism seem to concur in favor of gi\ ing to tbe 
existing tariff a full ar.d fair trial, and of reserv- 
ing the work of revision, modification, and per- 
manent settlement for more propitious days. 

It ha3 boen already remaiked that tho re- 
ceipts of revemie from duties, during the first 
two quirt* rs of the current year, havo not 
equalled expectation. It te highly probable, 
however, that the revenue of the two last will 
vory considerably exceed that of the two first 
quarters of ths year. A considerable improve- 
ment in the condition of trade and indujtry te 
clearly perccprible, and promises to be perma- 
nent. Au increase of the revenue from cus- 
toms may therefore be reasonably anticipated. 
It is quite clear, however, that no anticipation 
of revenue from import?, sufficient in amount 
for tho various demar.di of orJinary and extra- 
ordinary expenditure, can be wisely indulged, 
so long, at lea *9. hi tbe existing contest thall 
be prolonged; nor i? it probable, should the debt 
cieaied in (he siipr tession ot tbe rebellion rea h 
very large proportions, that the ustomu rev- 
enue will suffice for tho:-e demands during the 
lint yosrs after the restoration of peace. 

. It becomes the du’y of Congrea*, therefore, to 
dirtcl it a attention to revemie from other source?, 
to consider the character and extent of the pro- 
vision made at its last sassion, and tho expedi- 
ency of further provision of a similar character. 



two description?; first, a direct tax of $20,060,000 
of which $11,846 018 wa3 apportioned to the; 
States and 'Ferritoriae acknowledging their obli- I 
rations to the Union, and $5,153,982 to States 
the citizens of which repudiate those obligations 
and are io open rebellion; and, secondly, an in- 
ternal duty of three per centum on all annual 
incomes, with certain exceptions and deductions. 

A? it is highly desirable to avoid, as long as 
pracricable, introduction into the States of federal 
agencies for the assettment and collection of tax- 
e?, tho Secretary, relying on a a surancea from 
governors of various States that tin amounts ap- 
p rtioced to them respectively will be assumed, 
collected and paid, through existing State agen- 
cies. has hitb'.r o refrained from advising the 
appointment of tbe officers necessary for direct 
assessment and collection. He has been the 
more readily persuaded to tbi 1 CDurse becauso 
both tho income ard the direct tax are required 
to be assessed with reference to valuations, which 
can only be ascertained for the purposes of the in- 
come tax, after the Iir3t of January, and for the 
purposes < f the direct tax, after the first day of 
April next. 

The Secretary te acquainted with no statistics 
which afford tbe means of a satisfactory estimate 
f the amount liktly to bo realized from the in 
come tax. Considering, however, how large a 
proportion of income?, after the deductions 6anc 
lions d bv law, na ill fall within the exemption 
limit of $800 a year; and considering also what 
numerous questions will certainly perplex its As- 
sessment aud colhciion, he respectfully submits 
to the conriJeratim of Congress whether the 
probable revenue affoids a sufficient reason for 
putting in operation, at great c *t, the machinery 
of the act, with a view, should the Spates assume 
the direct tax, to the collection of the income tax 
alono. 

Tho prudent forecast which induced Congress to 
postpone to another year the necessity of stop? 
for the practical enforcement of tho law, afford?, 
happily, the opportunity of revision and modifi- 
cation. It afford?, also, tho opp»rtunity of com- 
paring the amount of needed revenue with the 
probable income from taxes of every kind, and of 
so shaping legislation as to secure, beyond doubt, 
th«* sums essential to tho fulfilment of Darional 
obligations and the maintenance of the national 
credit. 

In the judgment tf the Secretary, it will be 
necessary to increase the direct tax so as to pro- 
duce from the b val Stale? alone a revenue of at 
least twenty mlllious of dollar?, and to lay such 
duties on stills aud distilled liquor?, on tobacco, 
on hauk note?, on carriage?, on legacies, on paper 
evidences of debt ard instruments for conveyance 
of property, and othsr like subjects of taxiriun, as 
will produce an equal additional sum. The ex- 
isting provision for an it come tax, just in its 
principle, inasmuch a? it requires largest contri- 
bu’i >ds from l»rge r «t moans, roav, possibly, and if 
somewhat modified will, probably, produce ten 
millions tf dollars more. Thj* aggregate taxa- 
ti n will thus amount to fifty million? of dollars. 

The Secretary is aware that tho sum is lurgr; 
but see ing, as he doe?, no probibili’y that the 
revenue from ordirary sou’ces will exceed forty 
millions of dollars during the current year, ar.d 
knowing, as he doe?, that to meet even economiz d 
disbursements, and pay the interest on the public 
debt, and provide a sinking fund for the grcda&t 
re.ducrion «>f its principal, tbe appropriation of 
nine'y trillions of do'lars will be necessary, he 
feels that he must not shrink from a plain state- 
ment of tho actual neer? lilies of tbe situation. 

But if tbe sum is large, the means of the peo 
plo are also large; and the object to be attained 
by a consecration of a portion of them to the 
public service te pricelefs. The real property of 
the loyal States is valued, in round number?, at 
seven and a half thousands of million*; the per- 
son al property at three and a half thou?ar.«la of 
million?; and the annual surplus earnings of the 
byal people at not less than three hundred mil- 
lions of dollars. Four mills on each dollar, 
two- fifths of one psr cent, on I ha real end person- 
al properly of tbe loyal States, will produce 
forty- f ur millions of dollar?; te wbhh sum the 
proposed income tax wil' probably add teu mil 
lions. Tbe whole sum will bo lit Is more than 
one-sixth of the surplus earnings of the country. 
Certainly such a tax cannot bo paid without in- 
convenience; doubtless tin L®gi;la»ure which im- 
poses such a tax must taka care that the irouey 
thus raised be uecd economically, prudently, and 
honestly. But can any one hesitate about such 
or even greater conlribu'ion? when the Union and 
the popular institutions which it guards are pm 
ii pjril by rebellion, and the public faith plidged 
to our own citizens, who, in many instances, have 
placed tho whole earnings of industrious lives in 
tb« hands of the Government for its suppression, 
asks support? 

It wiri be sesn at a glauce that tbe amount to 
be derived from taxation form? but a small portion 
of the Mim? required for tbe expenses of the war. 
F r the rest, the relianco must be placed on loans. 

Already, beyond the expectations of ths most 
sarguine, the country has respond id to ihe ap- 
peal a of the Secretary. The means adopted for 
securing the concurrence of all classes of citizen* 
in financial support to the Government have been 
already explained. It remains only to be said 
bore that, while tho action of ihe barking Insti- 
tutions in assuming the immediate responsibility 
of the whole advance? hitherto required, as well 
as the final responsibility of much the largest 
portion of them, merits high eulogium, the prompt 
patriotism with which ci'izonB of moderate moans 
aud working men and working women have 
brought their individual offering* to the service 
of their country, must cunmatd evon warmer 
praise. It should be the constant care of ths Ni 
ttenal Legislature and of the National Govern 
inant in all its departments that tho genorous 
confiJonci repoeod bv th? poor as well as by the 
riili, in the public faith, be never disappointed. 

It must not be concealed, however, that the 
condition of tha national finance \ when tho pres- 
ent S- cretary entered upon the duties of his office, 
though eomewh at improved during the utile and 
upright, though brief, administration of his im 
1111 dia te predecessor, was such as to nukedtead 
vantageeus rates in Ihe negotiation of loaos inev 
iuble. It afford? just occasion of gratulation, 
that, under most embarrassing circumstances of 
shaken credit nrd immense demand?, loans have 
boon eff eted at home, without reaort to an)* for- 
eign market, to the amount of one hundred and 
ninety-seven million? of dollars, with a virtual 
engagement for fifty million? more, at an average 
rate, considering the conversion of the threo years' 
7.30 bonds into twenty years’ six per cent, bonds 
us certain, of somewhat less than six and a half 
per cent. 

This ra'e of interest is, however, higher 1han 
the United 8ta‘e?, with their vast and constantly 
accumulating resources, ought to pay. No 
doubt reasonably exists that after the 
establishment of union and order, the five 
per cont. bondj of the United States will 
command a premium in the marku's of the world, 
unless the national debt be, meantime, aug 
mooted beyond necessity or reason. The wealth 
and power of tho country, manifested in the sup 

f iresston of rebellion, will demonstrate the abso 
ute safety of investments ii United States 
stock*; and foreign capitalists, restricted to the 
lower interests ar.d tho inferior security of public 
debt in other countries*, will be attracted by the 
superior advantage? offered by tbe loans of the 
Uuim. 

To enable tho government to cb‘ain the neces 
sary moans for prosecuting tbe war to a success- 
ful issue, without unnecessary cost, is a problem 
which must engage th? most careful attention of 
the legiffla'ure. 

The Secretary has given to this problom the 
best consideration in his power, and now begs 
leave to submit to Congress the result of his re- 
dactions. 

The circulation cf the bank? of the United 
State*, on the 1st day of January, 1861, was com- 
puted to bs $202,000,767. Of this circulation 
$150,000,000, in round numbers, was ii States 
n ;w loyal, including West Virginia, and $50,- 
009,000 in the rebellious States. 'Ihe whole of 
this circulaliun constitutes a loan without inter- 
est from the people to the bank?, costing them 
nothing exec-pt tbe expense of issue and redemp 
lion and the interest on the specie kept on hand 
for the latter purpose; and it deserves considera- 
tion w he* her stu id policy duos not require that 
the advantages of this loan bo transferred, in 
part at least, fre in tbe hanks, representing only 
the interests cf the stockholders, to the govern- 
ment, rcoreeentiug the aggregate interest? of the 
whole pioplo. 

It has been well questioned by tho most etn : - 
nent s'atesmon who. her a currency of bank note?, 
issued by Iccil institutions under Hrato law?, ii 
not in tect prohibited by tho National Constitu 
tion. Such emissions certainly fall within the 
spirit if not within tho letter of iheconititutional 
prohibition of the emission of bills of credit by 
the Sta e3, and of the making by them of any- 
thing except gold and silver coin a legal tender 
in payment of debts. 

H owever tLis may be, it i? too clear to be rea- 
sonably disputed that Congress, under its consti- 
tutional powers to lay taxes, to regulate com- 
merce, and to regulate the valuoof coin, possssse. 
arnplo authority to control the credit circulation 
which enters so largely into the transactions of 
c nimcree and affects ia so many ways the value 
of coin. 

Ia the judgment of the Secretary the timo has 
arrived when Congress should exercise this 
auth rity. The value 5f the existing bank note 
circulation depinds oa tbe laws of thirty four 
States and the character of some sixteen’ hun- 
dred private corporations. It ii usually furnish- 
ed in greatest proportions by List it u’ ion? of least 
actual capital. Circulation, co nmonly, is in the 
inverse ratio of so vency. Well-found* d institu- 
tions, of large and solid capita], have, in general, 
comparative ! { little circulation, while weak cor- 
porations almost invariably seek to ?u9tain them- 
Helves by obtaining from the people the large>t 
possiblo credit in this form. Under such a sys- 
tem, or rather lack of system, groat fluctuation?, 
and heavy lus?es in discounts aud exchange*, are 
inevitable; and cot unficquently, through fail- 
ure? of the issuing institution?, coneid* rable por- 
tions of tbe circulation become suddenly worth- 
less in tho hands of the people. 'Iho recout ex- 
perience of several Mates in the valley of the 
Mississippi painfully illustrates tho j'udic? cf 
theee observation?; and enforces by the most co- 
gent practical argument tho duty of protecting 
commerce and industry against the recurrence of 
auth disorder?. 

Tho Secretary thinks it possible to combioe 
with this protection a provision for circulation, 
safe to the community and convenient for the 
Government. 

Two plaas for effecting this object are suggest- 
ed. The first contemplate? the gradual witbd r aw- 
al from circulation of the notes of private corpo- 
rations, and for the issue, in their stesd, of 
United States note?, payable in coin on demand, 
in amounts sufficient for the u eful ends of a rep- 
resentative currency. The second contemplates 
the prepar ation aud delivery, to insti’ut ons and 
as- oc'at ion?, of notes prepared for circulation un- 
der national direction, aud lo ba secured a? to 
prompt convertibility iuto coin by tha pledge of 
United States bonds and other needful regula- 
tions. 

The first of these plan? was partially Adopted 
at the last 3e?sion or Congress in the provision 
authorising the Mcre''*ry to issue Unite 1 8tato 
note', pay ab I* in coin, to an amount not exceed- 
ing fifty million? of dollar?. That provision in sv 
be so extended a? to reach tbe average circula- 
tion of tbe country, white m npdsrate tax. gr*da- 



A tabular statement will accompany this te- 
port, showing somewhat more in detail tbe actual 
aud estimated receipt? and exp^rditerss of the 
financial years, 1861, 1862, ar.d 1863. 

It only remain?, in order to c »mplete the view 
cf the financial titua i n, to submit a statement 
of the public debt, a-? it wbs on tho 1st day of 
Julv, 1860 and 1861, and will be, according to the 
estimate? now present* d, at the suno dale in each 
of the years 1862 and 1563.

Its principal features ere, (lit) a circula- 
tion of note" bearing a common impression end 
authenticated by a common authority; (2d) the 
redem prion of thefe note? by the association? and 
institution? to which they may be delivered for 
issue; and (31) the security of that redemption 
by tbo pledge of United States stock?, and an ad 
equate provision of specie. 

in this plan the peop’e, in their ordinary busi- 
ness, would find tbe advafitages of uniformity in 
currency; of uniformity in security; of effectual 
afeguard, if effectual safeguard i* po?-ible, 
against depreciation; and of protection from losres 
in discounts and exchange?; while in tho opera- 
tion? of ths G ivornment the people would find the 
further advantage of a large demand for Govern- 
ment securities, of increased facilities for obtaining 
tbe loans required by the war, and of some Alle- 
viation? of the burden? od industry through 
diminution in the rate of interest, or a participa- 
tion in the profit of circulation, without risking 
the perils of a groat money monr poly. 

A further and important advantage to the pen 
pie m*y be reasonably expected in the increased 
security of the Union, springing from the com- 
mon interest in it? preservation, created bythe 
distribution of its stocks to association? through- 
out the cjuntry, a? the basis of their circulation 
The Secretary ontertains the opiniou that if a 
crodit circulation in any form be desirable, it te 
most desirable ii this. The notes thus issued ar.d 
secured would, in his judgment, form the safest 
currency which this c >untry has ever enjoyed 
while their rcceivabihty for a'l Government dues, 
oxcept cuabm*, wruld make them, wherever 
payablo, of nearly equal value a.? a currency in 
every part of the Union. Tbe largo amount of 
specie now i*i the United State?, Torching a total 
of not 1«*63 than two hundred and aeveuty-five 
millions of dollars, wi l oasily support payments 
of duties in coin, while these payments and ordi 
nary demands will hH in retaining this specie in 
the country as a coli 1 bas s, both of circulation 
and loans. 

Tbe whole circulation of the country, except a 
limited amount of f* reign coin, would after tbe 
lapse of two or three years, btar the impress of 
toe nation, whether in coin or notes, while the 
amount of the latter, always easily ascertaina- 
ble, and, of course, always generally known 
would not l» * lik* ly to b? increased beyond the 
real wants cf business. 

lie expressed an opinion in favor of tbi? plan 
with tha greater c mfidence, because it bai the 
advantage of recommendation from experience It 
te not an untried theory. In the State of New 
Yoik and in one cr more <f tbe other States it 
has boen subjected, in i s most essential parts, to 
the test <f experiment, ani has bean found pruc 
tic.able and useful Tho probabi ities of success 
will not be dimini thod but increased by its a lop 
tion uudir national sanction and for the whole 
country. 

It only remains to add that the plan is retom 
mended by ono otbar considaration, which, ii 
tho judgment cf the Secretary, is entitled to 
much influence It avoids almost, if not alto- 
gether, tbo ev’te of a great and sudden ebanve in 
the currency by offariug inducements to solvent 
existing insti’uti >ns to withdraw the circulation 
issued ur.djr State authority, and subs'.itu.e that 
provii-d by the authority of the Union. Thu 
through the voluntary actiou c-f the existing in 
stiturion?, aided by wise legislation, the great 
transition from a rarrency heterogeneous, une 
qual, and u» -*fe, to one uniform, equal, and sife, 
may be speedily aud almcst imperceptibly ac- 
complished. 

If the Sec ret ary has omitted the discussion of the 
question of the const itutioual power of Congress 
10 put this plan into operation, it. te because no 
argument i? necessary to establish the proposi- 
tion that tin power to regulate comma! ce and the 
value of coin include? the power to regulate the 
currency of tbo count jy, or the collateral prepo- 
sition that the power to effect the end includes 
the power to adopt tho necessary and expudiont 
means. 

Ihe Secretary entertains tbe hope that the 
plan now submitted, if adopted with tbe limita- 
tions and fafoguardi which the experience and 
wisdom of Menators and Representatives will, 
doubtless, euggeat, may impart curb ra'oe ami 
Stability to Government securities tint it will not 
be difficult to obtain 1h-> additional loans required 
for tho tervice of the current and the succeeding 
yesr al fair and reasonable rater; specially if the 
public credit b * supported by suffu ie it and certain 
provision for the payment of interest and the ul- 
timate redemp ion of tho p -incipal. 

To obtain a c'ear'understandiug of tbe amount 
for which it will become necessary to resort to 
further loans, r is requisite to review the finan- 
cial movement, of tho treasury during the whole 
of the last atd the first quarter cf the current 
fiscal year, and compare, somewhat more ckasely 
than has already been dune, the probable vents 
and probable resource? of the Government fc: the 
remaining threo quarters tf the current, aoc the 
whole of the following, year.

The Secretary, believing that tho frankest is 
the wisest policy fo m nation? as well as individu- 
ate, his thought it his duty to tubmit to Con- 
gress this plain statement of the (manual condi- 
tion of the country. That it imposes considera- 
ble but dons te not to be denied or disguised. It 
is consoling to know that th? energies and re- 
sources of the peoplo are not insufficient for them. 
The public debt on the 1st of July, 1863, if the 
war bo protracted unril that time, cn the scale of 
expenses contemplated by tho estimate?, will be, 
in round numbers, nine hundred millims of dol- 
lar?. The amount of the public debt in the year 
1816 was $127,334,933 74, and in twenty years it 
wa? paid off by th? peoplo. Tbe country, evon if 
the loyal States only are regarded, can sustain 
and pay off in twenty year? the debt to which 
rebellion now rxpoees u? wi'b hardlv greater 
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quick succeed >n as the rebellion spread, until tho 
lights of commerce war? extinguished along the 
whole oast, except at Koy West and some neigh- 
boring point? p'otccted by the power of the Union, 
from tho capos of the Chesapeake round to th? 
western limits of Texas. In other part? of tho 
country the light house system has be n ex- 
tended and Improved, until it is aurpasstd in aid? 
and benefits to navigation and commerce bv that 
of no other country. Under Ihe direction of the 
Secretary, nl-o, as the rebellion ha? been sup- 
pressed in district after district, the light? have 
been rekindled Already from th*» coast? of Hie 
Chesapeake, from the banks of Hatters?, 
from the islands of P* rt R yil entrance, and 
from Chandeleur bland te the Gulf, they shine 
once more as the safeguard* and symbol? of fra- 
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proportional contributions from increased aud in- I ternal commerce and pr aceful civilization. May

Ir. will be for the wislom of Ccngrers to deter- 
mine how fur the annual and tho aggregate bur- 
dens of the people shall be diminished bv re 
trench meat, by economy, by prudent yet vigor- 
ous adjustment of means to ends, and by just con 
tribunal? fr 111 rebel property. Nothing more 
certainly enhances credit and improves resources 
than the refiuclion of wants and wtee energy in 
admintet ration. 

Tbe Secretary forbears making any recoramen 
d at i m concerning the authorities with which it 
may be expedient to invest him in respect to fu- 
ture loan?. He begs leave to refer this miller 
altogether to the better judgment of Congress, 
suggesting onlv, tha t , whatover discretion it may 
b? thought prudent to give him in other respects, 
the rate of interest b? limited by law. 

Turning now from the more immediate consid 
eration of tha public finance?, the Secretary soli- 
cits tho attention of Congres? to some other to- 
ics connected with the administration of the 
Treasury Department. 

By the act of (Jongre?9 of Julv 13, 1861, com- 
mercial inrircourse with State? declared to bo in 
insurrection by the President, wa? prohibited, 
and the Secretary of the Treasury wa? author- 
ized to establish tuch rules and regulations as he 
might deem expedient, in record ince with which, 
under licence from the President, a restricted 
trade might be conducted.

It is be obierved, however, that in tbe amount 
estimated for expenditures, $22,870,398 50 i? e?- 
limited for public *leb‘, payment of a consider- 
able part of wnich w:Il not probably be demand- 
ed, and that some exp3nso3 are e timaUd for 
which may be retrenched; ro that the whole 
amount ot loans required, in addition to tbo 
amount already authorized, will certainly not 
exceed $200,000,000. 

For tb« titCil year 1863, commencing on thetet 
July, 1862, and ending on ihe 30. h June, 1863. 
no reliable esrim ates can be ma le. It is etrneet- 
ly to be hoped, and, in the judgment of tbe Sec- 
retary, not witheut sufficient grounds, that the 
present war may bo brought to an auspicious ter- 
mination before midsummer. In that event, the 
provision of revenue by taxation, which he has 
recommended, will amply suffice for all financial 
exigencies, without lewrt to additional loans;

A? a general 
rule, in the judgment of the Secretary, commerce 
should follow the flag; and whenever ihe authori- 
ty of the Union te fully restored in dis ricts suffi- 
ciently extensive for the re-aatablisment of loyal 
State government, affording due security agsiust 
abuses of trade in furnishing aid and c mfort to 
rebellion, tbe ports should ba opened without re 
stricrion, and all commerce freely permitted. 

With a view to reformation of abuses and re- 
duction of f^peme 5 , tho Secretary ha? can ed 
most of th? collection districts ia ali the States 
and Territories not under insurrectionary control 
to be visited by an officer of his department, 
['heir inquiries have led to the abolition of s'tne 
office?, and a redaction of the allowance and com 
pensarion to the incumbents of other?, amount- 
ing to $75,095 annually. This futn, with the 
temporary reduction of annual exp ms is occasion 
ed by the suspen ion of ofli rial duties in the rebel- 
lious State', amounting to $644,141 68, will more 
than suffice for all the ex peases arising under tfco 
act of Julv for sdlitional agents, inspectors, and 
aids required fir it? duo execution and the pre- 
vention of illegal traffic. 

In tbi? connection the Secretary asks permis- 
sion to direct the attenrion of Congress to tho

No mean? exist of arcertaining, with absolute 
certainty, the quantity of c jin now in the United 
.State*; but the be»<t accesrible data bad the Sec- 
retary to concur in the judgment of the Director 
of the Mint, that tbe amount is between two 
hundred and seventy- five millions and three hun- 
dred million? of dolterr. 

The 8ocrotar}’ takes groat pleasure in directing 
the attention of Congress to the alia and ir.steuc 
tive report of that officer, and to the suggestions 
it contains. 

Under the act of July 27, 1861, large claims 
have been presented by the Authorized agents of

himself warranted in advancing to the several 
States, upon certificate 1 of tbe State officers to 
tbe general correctness of the accounts and on 
condition that no further claim sh* uld be made on 
account of tho expenses contempt ited by the act 
until final settlement upon voucher?, the rum of 
forty per centum of their respective demand ; 
and he ha? accordingly paid to the States of Minor, 
Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsylva- 
nia, Rh d» Bland, and Wisconsin, the aggregate 
sum of $1,514,078 51.

All other cl.ims ere, and 
will be. r:f*#rr*d to tbe War Department fi 1 sanc- 
tion and reqqisitio-*. un! -63 Congrsas ^fcall be 
pleased Indirect orirerwlse. 

An act of tbe l ist Congrets authori/.ed the pay- 
ment of cteim? allowed fir certain service? and 
espensea in Oregon and Washington, to be made * 
by the tone of bonds of United State?, bearing 
six per cent, interest, and payable twenty year? 
a* er date. The Secretary most respectfully a-ks 
tbe attention of Congress to the injurious influ- 
ences of authorizing such issue? for such pur- 
pose?. Claims are easily allowed when payment 



we not hope that tho time te not far off when 
overy extiitjutehed light shall be in like manner 
restored amid the rej doing* of a re ut i 'ed peopl* ? 

Th? Secretary respect ftelly invites legislative 
attention to tho condition of the marine ho.* pita h 
constructed or in prcce?? of construction. The 
number has been iucreased far beyond ncceari'y 
or utility, and to tho serious pr* judico of the fund 
for sick and disabled ;e mien derived from the 
hard earnings cf th9 meritorious cUres to which 
they beloDg. At present, indeed, seme of ibese 
hospitals are mad? available for the benefit of 
the troop®, but this u?e must rece sarily be pir- 
tul and temporary. Of lhe j e, there'ore, as well 
as thn.oe not thua Used, the $* cretary recommends 
that those loss* advantageously ?liuat.6*l and *>in- 
p’o\-ed be disposed of on the most favor ible terms, 
and that no new structure* be undertaken esc**jt 
in cases of tho clearest expedimey or ntcesrity. 

The great value of the coast survey ba* been 
strikingly attested by recent events. The know- 
ledge gained by its operations during tbo past 
years, the experience and skill of naval at d mil- 
itary officer* acquired in its service, end now 
available in the op*.rarion? of the Ann}' and navy, 
and the ready aid afforded by it, in ex-nrir.a- 
tions and surveys of harbors and inlet?, to tbe 
forces of the Union in their movements upon the 
coast, demonstrate beyond questim. the wisdom 
of tbe policy which original od ard bus SH’taincd 
it. The diminished appropriation rtqui.ed for i'fl 
support, during the present fiscal year 1663, will 
no d»ubl b? cheerfully mad?. 

The number of vessels in th? revenue service 
of th? department on the 4lh of March, 1861, 
was wenty-nine. Five had been previoua'y 
siized bv the insurgents, aud one had been or- 
dered to Norfolk for repair. 4 , where, having been 
taken to p'oees with a view to rebuilding, and 
therefore incaptbloof removal, *lie wa? involved 
in the disaster* attendant on tbo destruction of 
the navy yard. 

Of the vessels connected with the revenue ser- 
vice not seized by the rebel.*, four wore on the 
Pacific coast, six on the lakes, aud eighteen on 
the Atlantic coast.. Of those on tbe lakes five 
hive been ordered to service on the Atlantic 
coast. N«arly half of these vessels aro unfit for 
the purpojes of tho revenue, anil will be sold 
uuder the provision of tho act of July 25. 

Under tbe same act three steamer? have been 
purchased and equippod, and have been of csjon- 
tial service in tho suppre3vhn of unlawful c?m- 
merca on the Chesapeake, an J in aid of the expe- 
dition by which the authority of Ihe Union was 
r cently restored on the eastern shore if Vir- 
ginia. 

W ith a view to tbe increased efficierev of tha 
service, the Secretary directed a thorough exam- 
ination to be made b)’ a competent boa’d of ( lli- 
cers of nil candidate? for appointment, a* will as 
of all officer?, except captain* already io the ser- 
vice, and has made a certiticato from that board 
ot entire competency an indispensable condition 
of appointment. 

Four revenue cutters are now engaged in Coast 
Survey duty, in conuectren with tbe naval ard 
military expeditions on the coasts of ihe insur- 
gent State.’*; and tbe whole of the remainirg 
number are actively engaged in the enforcement 
of the revenue laws and in the protection of com- 
merce. 

Under advertisement for proposals for the con- 
struction of additional revenue steamer? . under 
the act of July, a largo number of bid* and mod- 
els have been received, and contracts w.ll bo made 
for tive, which, when complete*!, will fully an- 
swer the existing demand? of tbe servica. 

The Secretary desirej lo avail himself of this 
opportunity to invite tho attention of Congress 
to the importance of a uniform system and a uni 
form nomenclature of weights and ine-isurns and 
oins to the couimerco of the world, in which the 
United Stales already so largely shares. Tho 
wisps', of our statoMnon have regarded the attain- 
ment of this end, so desirable in itsrif, a3 by no 
means impossitls. The combination of the *l*xi- 
inal pysternwith appropriate denomination? in a 
scheme of weights, measures, and coin? fi»r the 
international uses of commerce, leaving, if need 
bo, Ihe separate systems of nations untcrched, is 
certainly not beyond the reach of tho daring ge- 
nius and pttient endeavors which gave the steam 
engine and the telegraph to ihe service of man- 
kind. Tho Secretary re.-pectful y suggests the 
expediency of a *mail appropriation to be used in 
promoting interchange of < pinions between in- 
telligent persons of our own and foreign countries 
on the subject. 

In closing this report, Iho Secretary takes 
pleasure in asking the consideration of Congress 
for tbe various suggestions of th» triad? of the 
bureau? of the Department, contained in tbe»r 
several reports, which are herewith transmitted. 
I*, has been hi? er.doavor, eirce assuming the 
charge of tho Deputmed’, to infusa into its action 
the greatest possible activity and vigor; and i f Is 
a source of very great satisfaction to him that his

The Crivelli Concert.— T he St. Louis Re- 
publican (peaks in very high terms of Madame 
Crivelli and her troupe. It says she has “a voioe 
of mnch sweetness, And one of that character 
which develops new beauties upon a more inti- 
mate acquaintance. Her ‘Horae, Sweet Home,’ 
which she sang in response to an encore , gave 
great satisfaction to the audience, and seemed 
better calculated to display the richness of her 
voice than her previous selections from Verdi and 
Donizetti. Judging from all the circumstances 
Atterdiog her first appearance in this city, it is 
safe to conclude that in the event the intended 
programme of the management is carried out, 
Md'me. Crivelli will become highly popular in 
the estimation of music loving St. Louisans. Of 
the other artistes, it is sufficient to say they are 
all first cla?s. Garibaldi is truly a splendid basso, 
Ardavani a eharming baritone, and Herr Schuler 
a great pianist." We are happy to learn that 
Madame C., in response to repeated requests, has 
agreed to finish to morrow night's concert with 
the grand liberty song, “The Marseillaise,'' which 
w li be executed by the whole troupe; and insteud 
of the duetto from the opera of Ernani, No. C, in 
the first part of the programme, the duetto from 
the opera of Puritani will bo sung.

The Flag or Truce from Gen. Buckner. 
The Camp Nevin correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Gazette gives the following in relation to the flag 
cf truce accompanying the remains of General 
Bucknei s child, to which we have already al- 
luded. The letter is dried the 8th inst . and 
says that “on the night of the 7th a Captain from 
the rebel army at Bowliug Green came into camp 
under a flag of truce from Goneral Buckner. He 
was the bearer of a request frrm that General to 
permit hie wife and friends to pass through our 
lines to Louisville with the mortal remains of an 
infant daughter, which they wished to inter in 
their family lot in the •Louisville cemetery. The 
Captain camo up to our lines under an escort of 
ton men and a Lioulonant. He was retained At 
ocr outpost? until nightfall, and then conveyed 
to headquarters. Gen. Buell was telegraphed to, 
but he courteously denied the request, and the 
Captaia was escorted beyond the Federal lines on 
the 8lb, an hour boforo c’aybreak.” Under the 
extraordinary circumstances Gen. Buell's conduct 
is warmly commended here. 

We are informed that some sick soldiers 
cune in by the Nashville road last evening aod 
remained at the depot a long time before any 
body was there to receive them and attend to 
t'loir wants. We regret to loom, also, that this 
was rot an isclated case, but that on other ccca- 
"n»ons the same lack of attention has been mani- 
fested. We do not know whoee particular duty 
it is to be iu attend ince, but there id shameful 
nogligonce somewhere, and we shall certainly 
expose those who are guilty of it, as soon as we 
can learn “wl ere the bed blame alights." Mu- 
nificent provisions have been m »de in the way cf 
hospitals, and we are determined that the eur 
goons shall do their duty to our brave defer ders 
when eicknose overtakes them. Where does the 
llirae rest in this particular? 



Affairs at Somerset.— We have been shown 
a letter from Somerset, Ky., under date of the 
7th instant. The writer says that “on the 31, 
Colonel Connell and some of the company cfficers 
of Uie Seventeenth Ohio Regiment, advanced 
about a mile to find a suitable place for the regi- 
ment to encamp and an elevated spot for Capt. 
Stanards artillery to take a position. When 
they had gained the top of a bluff this side the 
ferry a number of shots were fired at the Colonel, 
his horse takiDg fright, sprang from under him, 
and came back at lightning speed. A murmur 
went from the front to the rear of the column 
that our little Colonel was gone. But Captain 
Rickets being close by the Colonel, and seeing 
that ho was almost in the bands of Zolly s men. 
sprang from his horse and implored the Colonel 
in the name of God, to escape if he could. He 
mounted and camo hurriedly but safely to camp, 
and called on Company F, and said to them, that 
their Captain was taken prisoner. The C<1 jlc 1 
called for twenty men that would go and rescue 
him. The words had scarcely left hid lips 
when thrice that number offered their servi- 
ces. They had jast started when the Captain 
was seen coming across a field waving his 
sword, fiuch rejoicing among a regiment of 
men was never seeen before. The Cap- 
tain bad saved our Colonel and himself aLo. 
When all hid reported we found that we had six 
times our number to cope wi‘b, consequently 
nothing short of retreating would save us from 
being cut to pieces or taken prisoners. In two 
hours our regiment and Stanard s bat torv were on 
the way back to our fortifications, which were 
twelve long miles distant, but that did not dis- 
courage os, and at one o’clcok that night we were 
again on Spring Creek Hill. Yesterday we fell 
back three miles north of Somerset, where wo ore 
yet. This morning the 35th Ohio came to our 
relief. We are expecting an attack to-oight or 
in the morning. We have a nice place for a field 
fight. We have no advantage in position. Should 
a battle take place within two days it will bo at 
great edds. The enemy has twice our number. 
Maj Helveti and Capt. Prime of the regular army 
were Liken prisoners. The rebel pickets were 
hidden bibind a bouso and firtd on them — one 
ball taking effect in the back of the neck of tho 
M-j or, and another in the face of the Captain. 
Both, it is supposed, were wounded rather badly. 
They were taken across the iivor Friday morn- 
ing." Capt. Prime is well known in this city, 
and was on the staff of Gen. Anderson.

This 
levy will be made upon the following classes of 
persons i i proportion lo their guilt and property 
of each individual: 

First— Tboeo in arms wuh the enemy who have 

property in this city. 

becond— Iboee who hare furnished provisions 
or other aid to the enemy, or to persons in the 
enemy’s service. 

Third — Those who have verbally or in writing 
or other public way given encouragemen to in- 
surgents or rebels. 

Brigadier-General Curtis; B. G. Farrar, Pro- 
vost Marshal General; and Charier Barg, Asses- 
sor of Sr. Louis county; will constitute a board of 
Assessors for levying the above-mentioned con- 
tribntiens. As soon as any part of ihe contribu- 
tion has been assessed, the Provost Marshal Gon- 
er i! will notify tho parlies assessed, their agents 
or rppre-entativea, staling the amount of provisions 
clothing or quarters or tho money value thereof 
required of each, and If not furnished within tbe 
time specified in such notice, he will Lsue an ex- 
ecuiion, and sufficient property will be taken and 
8(11 at pul Uc auction to satisfy the aera^unents 
with cosis and a penalty of ‘25 per cent additional. 
If any person upon whom an assessment shall 
be shade, shall file v.i:h the Provoet M ir bal Gen- 
er:*l, an affidavit that La is a loyal citizen and 
h*s been true to his allegiance to the United 
Sla’es, he will ho allowed one week to furnish 
evidence to tbe Bojrd to vindicate his character, 
and if at Ihe end of that time he shall not be 
able to satisfy tbe Board of bis loyalty, the as- 
coisaiont shall bs increased 10 per cent, and a 
levy be immediately made. 

Supplies so collected will ba exploded for Ihe 
object designated ur.der direction of the Provat 
Marshal General, with tbo advise of the State 
Sanitary CominLrion. Where money is received 
i istead uf fupplie.* 1 , it will bo expended for them 
a* required, and if any money is not so expend d, 
it will i>e turned over to the Sanitary Commis- 
sion for the benefit cf sick soldiers.
